This 
we learn fron the writings of Ciaqanl when he fell In difficulty with poets 
end residents of Isfahan as the result of the quatrain written by Mujlr in 
unguarded moments? wrongly believed to be Khaqanl*s composition, slendering 
and defaming Isfahan.

profound knowledge of words and phrases, new oonstruotions and expressions 
*iioh mre novel oontributions td the age in whioh he lived?! It would be 
no wonder if a thesaurus of these phrases, oonstruotions, words and idioms 
were oaapiled sometime? J 

Ho other poet has enriohed the Persian language and literature to the 
extent Khaqani has done, Khaqaai wee mu oh ahead of his age, Be was original 
and oreative, He enlarged the oommonly adopted venues of panegyrics and 
enriohed them by adding new thoughts, new aspects, treating them both 
objectively and subjectively. His biographical aspects, his experiences in 

this world of friendship and infidelity, all found their proper plaoe in his

writings. His panegyrles san serve as the best souroe for building the 
history of Shlrwsnshahs and other contemporary rulers. Panegyric-writing was 
a profession in those days. Poets who followed it had to earn their 
sustenance by the dint of their pen.
